The sources of my news, it should be 
noted are mostly from gleeming other gamezines 
and from, in few cases, letters from others.

I asked him to attempt to 
write a full length article on the various 
activities of TIDA, but unfortunately, he is 
not able to do so . Perhaps another Lord of 
the Comission can write one for Impassable?)) 

Alex Sabo wrote to ask about the book 
series written by Lawrence Peery. Well, I 
had to tell him that as far as I know, Larry 
has dropped completely from the Diplomacy 
scene. Has anyone, especially from Southern 
California, heard anything of late on Larry? 
Larry was a one-time active publisher of 
Xenogogic. He helped to start IDA and then 
started his various projects which included 
the Who's Who of the Hobby among many others. 
The series of books on each country was 
rather heavily "criticized" for being out of 
date on the theories and so this may have 
been the cause of Larry's demise in this 
hobby. 

In this issue, the series, Solitary 
Confinement , will be continued under v a new 
author, also to be anonymous. I am happy to 
say that the new author is at least equal 
to the first and should hope he'll stick 
around longer......

Berlin : The Admiralty today announced a 
victory over the marauding British fleet 
which has been terrorizing shipping in the 
North Sea for the past two years.

than two colors on their maps i These maps 
have an off-white background for clear terrain 
plus two greens, a golden brown, a dark brown 
for other terrain plus blue for rivers and 
streams: So, they're definitely colorful for 
SPI maps. 

The counters are the usual SPI types, 
being blank on one side, however. The rules 
are clear and rather simple which suits my 
purpose of using them to run games by mail 
with' multi-commanders and limited intelligence. 
I have a wargamezine for that purpose, The 
Glory Road -, which is currently running SP.I's 
Bull Run by mail. The turns are done 2 weeks ' 
.apart and whole games can be completed in 5 
months or less depending on the number of 
turns . 

Other players/publishers are thinking of 
starting their own games . I cannot . over- * 
emphasize the terrific amount of fun—either 
as a player or as gamesmaster! It almost 
makes me want to give up Diplomacy. ... .by the 
way, I do need more players, at least to 
start mor e games with other gamesmasters . Let ' 
me know if you're interested and I'll send 
you a free copy of my rules for Bull Run for 
a stamp. 

In Paroxysm (published by Ronson, Drews 
and Correll — address for latter above), an 
article on the strengths of Italy was given. 
It just prodded me to mention my own views 
on Italys It is a good country to work with, 
but it does require a different type of play. 
With England and Turkey, for example, the 
game is more tactical and efforts are made 
to secure good positions. With Italy, the 
game takes more strategy into consideration. 
The choice of allies, the choice of which 
front to launch attacks on, the choice of 
when to stab, or when not to stab, when to 
help others or not to help are more of 
import than tactics:. Unlike other countries, 
Italy cannot and is not able to begin a game 
with explosive growth. If this is realized, 
then planned growth is taken into considera- 
■ tion. This is where Italy is good for she is 
in the middle and can go either west or east, 
and even north, when the needs arise to main- 
tain her own momentum of growth or to keep 
a balance of power in Europe. I like Italy 
for this reason and have done fairly well in 
winning twice and finishing second out of 3 
times with Italy. An interesting country to 
play ....
